Dear Senator : 

Tnis refers to your letter of January 3, I968 relating to 
the case of Mr, Abraham V/. Bolden who is presently confined in the 
Medical Center for Federal Prisoners at Springfield, Missouri. 

Tne facts of this case show that in May I 964 Abraham \J. 
Bolden, a Secret Service ;\gcnt of the United States Treasury ^ 
Dopca'tment, offered to sell to Joseph Spagnoli for the amount of 
•i^50,0d0 an official Secret 3ei'*vice file relating to a counterfeit 
savings bond case in vlaidi Spagnoli was involved. Bolden made his 
contact with Spagnoli tlrrough an intermediary named Franlc Jones who 
was then uioder indictment for counterfeiting and had been arrested 
on uwp occasions by Bolden. Spagnoli disclosed the attempted bribe 
wc thCj* agent in chai^ge of the Chicago Office of the Secret Service 
and subsequent investigation disclosed the identity oi* Bolden. On 
May 21, a Federal Grand Jury in the Northern District of 

Illinois returned a tliree count indictment against Bolden, charg- 
I ing the defendant with soliciting a bribe, with the obstruction of 
justice and with conspiracy to commit these crimes, in violation 
, of iSjU.S.C. 201, 1503 , and 371-

j The jury failed to agree at the first trial, but Bolden 
was convicted on all counts at the second trial and on August 12, 
1964 he vras sentenced to a total term of si;c years in prison. 

Tne judgment of conviction was affirmed by the United States Coiu't 
of Appeals for the Seventh Cii'cuit on December 29, 19^5 and certi- 
orari! was denied by the Supreme Court of the United States on 
June 20, 1966 . Since receipt of your letter we have again reviewed 
the file and find no basis for additional action by the Government.

defendant on appeal.
